Never since the Thirty Years war 
has Germany seen such a mixture 
of nations, I smiled when I saw the 
“Heidelberg Fass” (barrel) guard 
ed by a good-looking C Rican 
soldier, who seemed to regret, just 
as I did, that the greatest barrel in 
the world was empty. In an old 
house in @e town where we stop 
ped, breakfast was served to Am 
erican officers by a charming 
French girl from Luxembourg who 
wore an old-fashioned wide white 
skirt. As she served the coffee, a 
Negro walked behind her, bringing 
a dish of oranges. The fruit came 
from Syria, the coffee from Brazil 
Just as I thought, “Where is Aus- 
tralia in this concert of continent?”

I heard some people in America 
criticize the military government 
for using Nazis, but here I under- 
stood it. “They are often efficient 
men,” General Patton said to me.

They are ac- 
customed to trembling and they 
are usable because they fear 
punishment if they make the slight-

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Not Good Enough 


In what appears to have been a rather 
peremptory refusal, the Edmonton school 
board declined to accede to the request of 
delegations which sought new _ school 
buildings in the Allendale, King Edward 
Park and Forest Heights school districts. 

What lies behind this refusal] is not al- 
together clear. 

It is difficult to believe that the mem- 
bers of the school board fail to under- 
stand the need for better and more mod- 
ern school buildings and schoo] equip- 
ment in Edmonton. Perhaps it is their 
contention that the educational budget 
cannot stand the strain of capital expen- 
ditures at this moment. 

If this is the feeling, it is a mistaken 
one. Education is the first and most press- 
ing duty of government. It is the most 
vital matter with which the people’s 
elected representatives to any body have 
to deal. 

Adequate schools should be the first 
charge on any community and if money is 
not available to build adequate schools, 
it is the job of the school board to see 
that it is made available. 

There is the further intimation that 
the controller of construction in Ottawa 
has turned down requests for schoo] ex- 
pansions. It was announced, specifically, 
that he had rejected a request for permis- 
sion to build a gymnasium and auditorium 
at Strathcona high school. 

A passage from his letter, defining the 
policy of the government in this regard, 
was quoted: 

“We must postpone al] avoidable un- 
dertakings to conserve the resources of 
the country in materials and supplies for 
essential purposes.” 

It seems to be an odd conception of 
“essential purposes’ that divorces from 
that category the construction of school 
buildings where is created or should be 
created the democracy for which we fight.

Canada’s Guest 


Ottawa today welcomes Field Marshal 
Jan Christiaan Smuts, Prime Minister of 
the Union of South Africa. The Marshal is 
making a round-about return journey 
home from the San Francisco conference. 
His visit is not just a courtesy call, for he 
is at the capital to urge the expansion of 
trade between Canada and South Africa. 
He is sure of a sympathetic hearing on 
that subject, for the enlargement of in- 
ternational trade is a matter in which 
Ottawa is keenly concerned. 

Marshal Smuts has just added a new 
distinction to his remarkable career. He 
is the only man who attended the peace 
conference at Versailles and also that at 
San Francisco, and his name stands on 
both the Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions and the World Security Charter. 
Those who sat with him at Versailles are 
gone. The Marshal, at 75, is still hale and 
hearty, a fine specimen of the men who 
are reared on the veldt, and at San Fran- 
cisco he took his full share in the arduous 
work of the conference. 

Still in his twenties, Smuts came 
world attention as one of the most cap- 
able of the Boer leaders in the war witt 
Britain. He is now, and has been for many 
years, one of the most out-spoken and val- 
lant champions of the British Empire. Be- 
ginning as a soldier, he is now and has 
long been, also one of the world ieaders 
in the effort prevent war. Had his 
advice been listened to ten years ago, Hit- 
ler would not have caught the peace-lovin 
nations unprepared—and World War I 
would probably not have rred

How often have we heard our 
political and financial “Jeremiahs” 
use these words when warning us 
in suitably mournful tones that we 
must expect to be poor after the 
war and, therefore, must not make 
any really worthwhile plans for 
the post-war world! 

Let us examine this statement, 
and see if it is logical and reason- 
able when applied to our schemes 
for a better life after the war. First, 
everyone would agree it is quite 
true that, if you have only a very 
insufficient quantity of cloth, you 
cannot make a large-sized coat; but 
is this what our so-called experts 
Mean when they use the phrase? 
Taking the analogy further, let us 
imagine that you have obtained a 
piece of tweed sufficient for your 
needs and vou wish to have this 
fashioned into a coat. So along you 
go to the tailor and describe to 
him exactly what you want him to 
do—make you a coat using all the 
material you can supply.

You would 
tell him, no doubt, that the rules 
of his organization were stupid and 
should be changed, whereupon the 
tailor would inform you they were 
both sound and highly respectable, 
and that everybody conformed to 
them. He would then go on to ex- 
plain how you, a poor layman, 
could not possibly understand the 
“laws” of tailoring, and he would 
talk to you in such confusing, 
technical language that you would 
not only allow him to cut you a 
coat hopelessly inadequate for your 
needs, but also to take the con- 
siderable amount of material left 
over, place in a large furnace kept 
specially for the purpose, and burn 
it

Now all this may appear very 
stupid, having no practical relation 
|to ahything practiced in such mod- 
ern and sensible days as these but, 
in effect, this is precisely what the 
orthodox financier has done to the 
consumer—that is, you and me and 


everybody else—since the present 
“sound” financial system took 
shape. 

To illustrate our analogy, we 


Should imagine that the large quan- 
tity of material we took to the tail- 
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or represents the total amount of 
goods (clothes food, houses, etc. 
etc.) that we as a nation could pro- 
duce, and import in exchange for 
our exports. When we, as consums 
ers, want to use this wealth of ma- 
terials, we find that the banking 
system (in our case the equivalent 
of the Tailors’ Guild) has so made 
the rules and regulations govern 


ing the issue of money (the pat- 
fern) that we can only consume 
part of our total production, and 


the rest is destroyed or left to rot 
peacetime the question always 
asked was, “Where is the money 
to come from?” We need only re- 
call the vast quantities of real 
wealth destroyed in the years be- 
tween the wars to realize that it 
was the limitation of the money 
supply which restricted our use and 
anjoyment of that real wealth. In- 
deed, goods were not only destroy- 
ed, but their production was se- 
verely restricted and, as you will 
remember, farmers were fined for 
producing, for instance, “too many” 
potatoes when at the same time 22 
million people in this country were 
suffering from malnutrition. 

This has a moral for us in the 
post-war world. By all means let 
us “cut our coat according to our 
cloth,” remembering that our 
“cloth” is the total of all we can 
produce, by our energy and initiat- 
ive. But let us refuse to allow 
man-made laws to prevent us from 
enjoying to the full the vastly in- 
creased output which will be poss- 
ible if we, as produces, do our 
part. Just as we would refuse to 
be sent away by the tailor in our 
illustration with a coat only half 
big enough in spite of having am- 
ple material, so must we insist that 
our financial “experts” equate the 
supply of money to total produce 
tion 

Money—so long the master—must 
become the servant
